B. ADENAUER EFFORTS DeNfOUTE.^I 






HAVE BEEN NOTABLE SUCCESS. WHAT 



ERHARD GAINED IN SYMPATHY FROM Cty DEPUTIES, PRESS AND PUBLIC OPINION, HE MORE 
THAN LOST IN STATURE AS POLITICIAN AND PROSPECTIVE CHANCELLOR. ERHARD'S 
EMOTIONAL, VACILLATING A MQ GENERALLY INEPT PERFORMANCE DURING PAST FEW WEEKS 
DIO NOT INSPIRE Cd^lj^NCE ft HIS LEADERSHIP QUALITIES, EVEN AMONG THOSE IN CDU 
FRACTION WHO SUPPORTEOHIM AND PUBLICLY CONOEMtCD ADENAUER. MANY PRIVATELY 
ADMITTED THAT ADENAUER ASSESSMENT ERHARD AS WEAK AND ESSENTIALLY APOLITICAL 
PERSONALITY APPARENTLY CORRECT AFTER ALL. WHILE ERHARD STILL MOST LIKELY 
SUCCEED ADENAUER IF LATTER WERE TO BE INCAPACITATED IN NEAR FUTURE, WE GELIEVE THAT 
RECENT EVENTS HAVE SO PUNCTURED ERHARD REPUTATION THAT OTHER CANDIDATES FOR 
SUCCESSION SUCH AS ETZEL, SCHROEOER. STRAUSS. HAVE BEEN ENCOURAGED TO CAMPAIGN 
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FOR CHANCELLORSHIP MC'T ACTIVELY. COMING MONTHS WILL WITNESS EMERGENCE SERIOUS

LOWERED PRESTIGE WITH GERMAN PUBLIC. FOR FIRSX-t^jE INI&S POST-WAR CAREER, CDU 
PARLIAMENTARY DELEGATION HAS SUCCESSFULLY,^ TEMPORARILY, SUBJECTED HIM TO 
PARTY DISCIPLINE AND PUBLICLY CRITICI ZEI^HIS Jl^GMENT AND METHODS. NEVERTHELESS, 
AFTER AOENAUER RELUCTANTLY SIGNED I^TTErSiF^JW&OGY TO ERHARD, CDU PARLIAMENTARIANS

BUT VOCAL GROUP LONGTIIC ADENAUER ENEMIES, IS TO LET BYGONES BE BYGONES. DESPITE 
PUBLIC REVULSION AT ADERA^R METHODS, WE DOUBT WHETHER SUBSTANTIAL PORTION

D. ALTHOUGH BOTH ADENAUER AND ERHARD HAVE SUSTAINED PERSONAL BLOWS 
TO THEIR PRESTIGE, COU FRAKTION HAS EMERGED FROM FRACAS WITH ENHANCED STATURE 
AND AUTHORITY. IT NOT YET CLEAR, HOWEVER, WHETHER CDU PARLIAMENTARY GROUP WILL

FIALURE PROVIDE ADEQUATE SUPPORT FOR COMMON MARKET AND OTHER EUROPEAN
